Three of the 10 guards held, 
hostage in a series of upris- 
ings at Menard state prison 
were released today after a 
conference between Acting 
Governor Sherwood Dixon and' 
rebellious convicts in the psy- 
chiatric division. 


None of the three guards had 


been harmed but all were tired 
and unshaven. 


To Hear Complaint* 


They were released after Dixon 


agreed to permit newsmen, to lis- 
ten to complaint* by the psychia- 
tric convicts. 


Still holding out with seven hos- 


tages in another section of the 
prison, the east cell block, were 
382 prisoners who launched the re- 
bellion at the prison >tf Monday. 


These inmates tried today to set 


fire.to a tower manned by guard* 
and state police. As this was hap- 
pening, another guard rushed up 
to''Warden Jerome E. Muni* and 
shouted: 


"What will we do-shoot? We 


need more hllp."

The disorder followed a new out* 


break of rebellion Tuesday after- 
noon in the prison's psychiatric di- 
vision. Most of 300 psychopathic 
inmates were herded back to cells 
after storming the kitchen-dining 
room.

desirable attitude.

When released it* returned to

There are doubtful casts, too. 


Most discouraging in the clinic's 
files is John, ST. back thro* times 
—once after a men 34 hours of 
freedom. A printer, John baa dilti- 
culty getting a job because of his 
record. "But we feel he will even- 
tually come out of it," says Sera- 
fini. 


Participants come from all parts 


of the country. One, a Texan aged 
47. was arrested in Cleveland for 
intoxication and begged to be sent 
to the Workhouse. He had a long 
history of drunkenness and a ruin- 
ed teaching career behind him. 
While in the Tower Dormitory..he 
inherited part of an oil-lease for- 
tune. After his release and return 
to Texas he inherited the rest of 
the money. Today he has won his 
way back in the teaching field. He 
credits the clinic for his recovery. 


"We help men who would get aid 


in no other way," summarizes Ser- 
afini. "In the Workhouse they have 
time to reflect and seek help. We 
are here to offer it."

The Oregon senator, who calls 


himself an independent Republi- 
can, said he was not critical of 
newspaper reporters, but added: 


"The big business side of jour- 


nalism is lining up, politically with 
reactionary big business in this 
country." 


Morse cited the New York Times

SHERWOOD OIXON 
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Four years ago the voters of Illinois gave their 


overwhelming blessing to a program for a new era of 
decency and honesty in'Springfield. The people's lease 
on that program is up for renewal on Nov. 4. If they 
want to renew it they will vote for Sherwood Dixon for 
governor. 


In the betting odds and in The SUN-TIMES Straw 


Poll, Dixon is running behind his Republican opponent, 
William G. Stratton. It is not -too late, however, for 
people to change* their minds. There is ample time for 
the voters to weigh the isaues-^to consider what they 
have at stake—and to switch from Stratton to Dixon. 


Most of Stratton's adult life has been spent in 


politics and thus is a matter of public record. But it is 
an unprepossessing record from any standpoint. He has 
distinguished himself chiefly as a patronage-hungry, 
payroll-padding type of politician. His main advantage 
over Dixon seems to be that he is a formidable cam- 
paigner with a wide acquaintanceship throughout the 
state. 


Although he has served twice as state treasurer— 


he is now ia his second term—Stratton is either 
abysmally ignorant of state finances or he is deliberately 
distorting what knowledge of them he has for political 
purposes. During the course of the current campaign 
he has charged variously that the state is going broke, 
that it has a depleted surplus, that there is no surplus, 
that taxes must be raised, and that he is against raising 
taxes. 


AS CHIEF CUSTODIAN of state funds, Stratton 


should know which of those conflicting statements' are 
correct and which aren't. He should know whether we 
will need more taxes or whether we won't. Apparently 
he would rather be governor then be right. 


Although it has nothing to do with the issue of 


better government for Illinois, Stratton has based much 
of his campaign on Gov. Stevenson's deposition in the 
Hiss case. We do not happen to believe in guilt by 
association, as Stratton does. 


By bringing up the Hiss case, he invited retaliation 


—an airing of his own role in the George Sylvester 
Viereck case. Viereck, a convicted German agent, once 
. used Stratton's free congressional mailing privileges to 


flood the country with Nazi propaganda at taxpayers' 
expense. 


Stratton has no one to blame but himself for the 


reopening of this dark page in his past. He should know 
that a person who lives in a house where there has been 
a hanging never mentions rope. Except as it might 
reflect on his judgment, we do not feel, however, that 
the Viereck episode should be held against Billy the Kid. 


More importantly, Stratton so far has said nothing 


to show that he has a real grasp of the problems and 
issues that confront the state. On the contrary, he has 
based his plea for election mainly on criticism of the 
Stevenson regime—much of it far off the mark. 


In contrast, Dixon has addressed himself to the 


problems and to the issues. He has promised to carry 
on the era of reform that began four years ago. He 
proposes to go on with the road-building program, with 
the betterment of our schools, with the improvement of 
our mental institutions. He pledges himself to continu- 
ing economies in less essential state functions. 


IN ADDITION, Dixon has made it clear that he will 


pursue the Stevenson policy of sending state police to 
enforce anti-gambling laws in counties and local com- 
munities where law enforcement has broken down. 
This nledpe has earned him the enmity of the state's 
gambling interests and some self-appointed spokesmen 
for Illinois tavern operators and saloon keepers. 


Only recently, the Tavern Keeper, a trade journal 


published and circulated in Illinois, urged its readers 
to support Stratton by soliciting votes and funds for 
him. 


"Those tavern owners who were the target of Gov. 


Stevenson's unwarranted use of state police recognize 
the dangers of this policy," the Tavern Keeper said 
editorially. "No tavern owner could vote for a man who 
wants to continue this policy of policing taverns from 
Springfield. That is why this newspaper urges all Illinois 
tavern owners to vote for Mr. Stratton on Nov. 4." 


We are sure that most tavern keepers will resent 


the editorial's implication that they stand on the side of 
lawlessness. But how about Stratton? Has he repudi- 
ated such support? So far he has not. Nor has he 
chosen yet to accept Dixon's challenge to make public 
his income tax returns for the last 10 years. What has 
Willie got to hide?

in 15241529 
His Latin sources 


were the Vulgate of Jerome and a 
new Latin Veision by Pagninus, 
an Italian D. D., patronized by 
Pope Leo 


He neglected the Greek text of 


Erasmus probably for two rea- 
sons. (1) To please the Conserva- 
tives who preferred the Vulgate. 
(2) Inability to handle Greek ade- 
quately. 


His fifth source was Tyndale's 


translation into English of the 
Greek text of Erasmus, and his 
translation of several Old Testa- 
ment books from the Hebrew}

and' printing them between tbe 
Old and New Teetamcnti. When 
printed in Protestant BiHes. they 
are still found in tnat position. In 
Roman Catholic Bibles they are 
distributed throughout tbe Old Tes- 
tament. 


The Roman Catholic church at 


Council of Trent (1M<) accepted 
die Apocrypha a* aacred and 
canonical. The Proteetant church 
rejected them, but aome churches 
use them for edification. 


The absence of these books in 


Protestant Bibles is not an effort 
to keep them from the people. 
Goodspeed's American Transla- 
tion of the Complete Bible includes 
the Apocrypha in the very posi- 
tion it occupied in Coverdale's 
Bible. Tbe Apocrypha can be 
bought separately at a very mod- 
est price. 


The Rev. W. TV Wnitely in his 


book, "The English Bible Under 
the Tudors" describes'the Cover- 
dale Bible as follows: 


The type of Coverdale's Bible is 


the type owned by Froschover. It 
was decorated by sixty-eight dif- 
ferent woodcuts, used two or three 
times over; the result was a fine 
folio edition 13«£ by 9. in double 
column. It was prefaced by an ad- 
dress to Henry,'"supreme heade 
of the Church of Englonde with 
his dearest wyfe. and most vertU' 
ous Pryncesse. Queen Anne." This 
was awkward, as after the print 
ing was finished on the 4th, Octo- 
ber, 1535, Anne was charged with 
being not virtuous: she was exe- 
cuted 19th, May. 1536. Next day 
Henry had another wife, Jane Sey- 
mour. 


The situation was the answer to 


a cross word puzzler's dream. One 
four letter queen was succeeded 
by another—Anne by Jane. Since 
any similarity between a dedica- 
tion and persons living or dead 
was purely -coincidental, as the 
movies put it today, the description 
of the queen remained, and Jane 
Seymour's name was substituted 
for Queen Anne's. 


Queen Jane lived long enough to 


beget an heir to the throne,-and 
died 
in* (childbirth. - Considering 


Henry's-treatment of queens she 
was probably fortunate. 


Coverdale's Bible of 1537 and an- 


other of the same date called 
Matthew's Bible were both some- 
what unsatisfactory because of 
controversial notes. Thomas Crom- 
well, vicar-general and vice-regent 
of King Henry Vm by royal au- 
thority, commissioned Miles Cov* 
erdale to prepare a new, larger, 
superior edition. ' 


The work was begun in Paris 


with the permission of the French 
king. However, the same type of 
opposition that beset Tyndale arose

erdale back to England. Some of 
the confiscated sheets sold to a 
haberdasher tor packing paper 
were recovered and taken to Eng- 
land. 
Editor Coverdale set aside his 


own edition of 1535 and based the 
new work on Matthew's Bible of 
1537. He improved the text by the 
aid of newer Hebrew and Greek 
editions. 


The term Great Bible refers to 


the size of the volume, 14 by 9 
inches. Dr. W. F. Moulton tells us 
that King Henry issued an injunc- 
tion to the clergy which required 
them, to provide by a certain date, 
in every parish, "one book of the 
whole Bible of the largest volume 
in English." the cost to be divided 
between the parson and the par- 
ishioners. 


It was ordained that this Bible 


should be set up in a convenient 
place within the church, and that 
the clergy should "expressly pro- 
voke, stir, and exhort every per- 
son to read the same."

the imprint, "Appointed to be read 
in the churches." When Henry ask- 
ed to authorize it, he asked: "Are 
there any heresies 
maintained 


thereby?" Assured that there were 
none, he exclaimed, "Then in 
God's name, let it go forward 
among our people."

The Great Bible was in reality 


little more than a revised edition 
of Tyndale, for it was based upon 
Matthew's Bible which was a re- 
viued edition of Tyndale. The mar- 
tyr had, triumphed for the title 
page affirms that "it was over- 
sene and perused at the command- 
ment of the King's Highness by the 
ryghte reverende fathers in God, 
Cuthbert Bishop of Ouresme and 
Nicholas, Bishop of Bochester." 


Cuthbert was none other than 


Cuthbert Tunstal, former Bishop 
of London, who had persecuted 
Tyndale. burned his books, and in 
time aided and abetted the burn- 
ing of the man himself. The very 
translation which he had hurled 
into the flames from the pulpit of 
St. Paul's Cross now went forth 
with his own name on the title 
page. 


Coverdale seems to have had a 


charmed life. Born in 1488 he en- 
tered Cambridge at an early age, 
was graduated, and became an 
Austin Friar, the order to which 
Martin Luther belonged. He was 
permitted to retire peacefully from 
the order to become a secular 
priest. 


In him mature years he was 


blessed for doing what his prede- 
cessors were cursed for doing. In 
his later years he became a bish- 
op under King Henry Vm, was re- 
moved from his bishopric by 
Queen Mary, and recalled by 
Queen Elizabeth, all peacefully. 


Having gained hi Germany a 


dislike for episcopal raiment he 
was permitted to become the rec- 
tor of St. 'Magnus the Martyr in 
London instead of returning to the 
bishopric of Exeter. When he re- 
fused to conform to the Prayer 
Book, he was permitted to retire, 
and died peacefully at 81 years of 
age in 1569. 


Next in this series will be the

Mean Disaster for Crops and Cattle 


•KANSAS CITY (ft—A prolonged 


drought evidently spells A dark 
year ahead for farmers in the 
Great Plains states. 


The bread and meat basket of 


the nation la dry—too dry for 
crops, too dry for pasture and too 
dry for livestock from the cattle 
lands of Texas through the wheat 
plains of Kansas and Oklahoma to 
Colorado and Nebraska. 


The working farmer and agricul- 


tural expect alike say that this is 
the worst dry spell in many years. 
Even if moisture were to come, it 
; would be too late in most cases 
for winter wheat and pasture. 


. 
Wheat Won't Grow 


Typical of the wheat stales' 


plight is Oklahoma, where about 


- three-fourths of the winter crop has 
been planted. Because there Is no 


moisture, the wheat won't grow. 
What has sprouted Is beginning to 
die. 


In order to have any crop at all, 


Oklahoma farmers must have rain 
—lots of it—before Nov. 13. After 
that there's little hope. 


But wheat Isn't the whole story. 
Cattle are being sold for slaugh- 


ter for lack of grass and water- 
filled ponds. 


Farmers who last month sold 


their surplus beef cattle are now 
culling foundation herds. 


In Texas, the last measurable 


rain was on Oct. 13, and then only 
a miserly .02 Inches at Trxarkana.
